Exports  of  v/heat,  including  flom",   from  the  most  important  surplus- 
producing  regions  of  the  world  during  July-Au-gust  totaled  ahout  90  million 
"bushels,  or  15  percent  ahove  the  comparable  figure  for  last  year,  which, 
however,  represented  only  14  percent  of  the  wheat  shipped  during  the  mar- 
keting year.     Exports  from  the  United  States  and  Australia  have  "been 
considcra"bly  reduced  this  season;   the  United  States  total  for  the  2 
months  was  about  a  tliird  smaller  and  Australia's  shipments  sliowcd  a  decline 
of  40  percent.     Cfviada  and  Argentina,  were  the  most  active  exporters,  er.ch 
shipping  over  27  million  hushcls  a.s  a,gainst  16  an.d  11  million  hushels, 
respectively,  during  July-August  1938,     The  Danu"bian  countries  exported 
around  8  million  "bushels,   a  slight  decrease  from  la.st  year.

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Of  the  15  million  "bushels  of  wheat  exported  by  the  United  States 
during  July-August,  less  than  half  went  to  European  countries,  whereas 
in  the  corresponding  period  of  1938  over  20  million  of  the  total  24  mil- 
lion bushels  exported,  or  83  percent,  went  to  Europe,     Exports  of  United 
States  wheat  to  the  United  Kingdom  alone  declined  by  about  65  percent  and 
those  to  the  Netherlands  and  Belgium  were  also  greatly  reduced.     On  the 
other  hand,  over  21  percent  of  the  total  for  the  2  months  went  to  the 
Orient  as  compared  with  less  than  1  percent  last  year;   Canada  and  the 
Latin  American  countries  have  also  taken  a  larger  percentage  of  United 
States  wheat  so  far  this  season.

Despite  official  statements  that  the  1939  wheat  crop  of  Italy  was 
equal  to  that  of  1938,'  when  over  297  niillion  "bushels  v^rere  harvested,  con- 
flicting reports  have  "been  received  from  many  loroducing  areas,  and  it 
appears  doubtful  if  the  crop  will  meet  domestic  requirements,  according 
to  United  States  Consu].  Lester  L.  Schnarc  at  Milan.     In  view  of  roccmt 
development £, ,  it  seems  probable  thj.t  both  crops  were  overestimated,  and 
reports  concerning  the  quality  of  this  year's  (Outturn  are  said  to  vary 
gres.tly  from,  one  locality  to  another.     In  some  districts  the  heads  were 
small  and  poorly  filled  out,  and  in  others  hoav^^'-  gro.in  of  excellent  qual- 
ity was  obtained.     The  practice  of  \7cighing  wheat  hae  been  lar.?;oly  aban- 
doned, however,  sjince  it  m.ust  all  be  delivered  to  the  "Amriassi,"  official 
agencies  for  collecting  grain,  and  accepted  by  the  millers  regardless  of 
quality.

Although  too  early  for  an  estimate  of  Italy's  import  requirements 
during  1959-40,  three  ■  times  as  much  v/heat  was  imported  during  January- 
June  this  year  as  in  the  corresponding  period  of  193S.     During- the  market- 
ing year  July-June  1958-59,  over  18  million  bushels  of  wheat  were  imported, 
despite  the  fact  that  during  the  greater  part  of  the  year  official  regula- 
tions required  an  admixture  of  corn,  or  some  other  product,  in  order  to 
increase  the  amount  of  flouj*  obtained.     This  requirement  was  abolished  last 
May,  but  a  new  regalationbocaine  effective  August  1  that  limits  the 
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production  of  flour  to  one  type,  instead  of  two  as  permitted  last  season. 
In  milling  the  new  t37pe  of  flour,  78  percent  of  the  grain  is  used,  a 
larger  part  than  was  formerly  used  to  produce  two  types.    Thus,  it  is 
expected  thct  the  domestic  crop  will  go  farther  in  satisfying  the  needs  of 
the  country. 

The  production  of  only  one  type  of  flour  necessitated  changes  in 
bread  prices.    Tine  kind  moat  generally  used  ha.i  hocomc  more  expensive  "but 
not  so  cxj^ensive  as  the  special  "bread  formerly  madu  of  the  Dottor  type  of 
flour.     The  wholesale  price  of  the  new  flour  har;  been  fixed  at  190  lire 
per  lOi.  kilograms  ($8.53  por  barrel);  the  retail  prico  at  220  lire  ($9.88). 

■    EXP0RTATI0I3  OF  BRAZILIAIT  COai-I  SIICOlgAGSD 

Corn  production  in  the  State  of  Sao  Paulo,  Brazil,  has  been  stimu- 
lated in  recent  years  by  Government  aid,  and  some  6  or  7  million  biishols 
are  expected  to  be  available  for  export  this  season,  according  to  United 
States  Vice  Consul  R.  S.  Kazanjian.    On  July  20,  a  decree  was  signed  whore- 
by  trade  in  corn  is  regulated  by  the  Govonxncnt.    An;/  grower  v;ith  a  mini- 
mum of  10  alqueires  (a.bout  60  acres)  of  land  if  registered  with  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  xfioy  request  an'^  receive  technical  assistance  in  culti- 
vating and  classifying  hi"^  product.     Corn  exports  may  be  made  only  by  those 
traders,  agents,  etc.,  who  are  registered  with  the  Department,  and  all  corn 
destined  for  export  tliraagh  th^-  ports  of  the  State  must  be  cls.ssified. 
Corn  with  more  than  15  percent  humidity  ms,y  not  bo  e>nported,  and  all  must 
be  fumigated  and  cleaned  of  cr>aff.    Fumigating  chambers  and  processing 
plants  are  being  installed  at  convenient  locations. 

A  reduction  of  20  percent  in  the  freight  rates  of  railroads  under 
State  jurisdiction  will  go  into  o  ffect  as  soon  as  similar  action  is  t;aken 
by  the  National  Government,  and  no  storage  foes  are  to  bo  required  on 
corn  pl-Aced  in  charge  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  to  await  shipment 
or  reprocessing.     In  the  past,  England,  Japan,  the  Netherlrjids,  and  Gormony 
have  been  the  best  markets  for  corn  grown  in  Sao  PauLo,  and  it  is  said  that 
Paulista  corn  compares  favorably  with  that  of  other  exporting  areas.

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TOBACCO  PRODUCTICN  EEGKEAS?.S  11^  CYPRUS 

Owing  to  efforts  to  reduce  surplus  stocks,  the  totacco  crop  of  Cyprus 
has  "been  sharply  decreased  during  the  past  4  years,  according  to  reports  of 
the  Imperial  Economic  Committee  in  London.     The  crop  in  1938  amc.inted  to 
only  36,000  pounds  compared  with  1,599,000  in  1934.    Only  10,000  pounds  of 
the  1938  crop  were  yellow  leaf,  and  26,000  poijuids  were  fire-cured,  whereas 
the  crops  up  to  1937  were  composed  principally  of  yellov/  leaf. 

No  figures  are  available  as  to  the  amount  of  the  current  crop,  but  a 
June  report  states  that  rains  in  the  second  week  of  the  month  wero  'beneficia, 
to  the  newly  set  plants.     The  condition  of  the  crop  at  the  end  of  the  month 
v/as  satisfactory,  and  a  good  outturn  v/?,s  predicted.    Priming  has  already 
begun  in  certain  localities.

CAIJADIAN  G0VERI#iEl\"T  TO  PUTiCHASE  iJPLES 

The  Canadian  Government  has  announced  a  plan  for  assisting  Canadian 
apple  growers  through  the  purchase,  at  guara-iteed  prices,  of  a  large  port 
of  the  1939  crop,  according  to  a  report  from  American  Commercial  Attache 

H.  M.  Bankhead  at  Ottawa.    A  large  part  of  the  pm-chases  under  this  pro- 
gram are  expected  to  be  canned  or  dried  and  it  is  expected,  the  report 
states,  that  substantial  quantities  of  the  processed  apples  will  be  ex- 
ported to  the  allied  nations. 

Formally  Canada  markets  in  Europe,  chiefly  in  the  United  Kingdom, 
around  6,500,000  b\ishels  (40  percent)  of  its  commercial  apple  production. 
Paced  with  increased  exporting  costs,  a  shortage  of  shipping  space,  and 
probable  curtailment  of  the  European  demand  for  fresh  apples,  the  Canadian 
Government  will  provide  for  the  purchase  of  1,500,000  and  possibly 

I,  750,000  barrels  of  Sova  Scotian  apples  of  export  varieties.     The  Nova 
Scotian  commercial  crop  this  year  is  estimated  at  2,169,000  barrels.  In 
Nova  Scotia  it  V7ill  be  corap-'olsory  for  growers  to  deliver  all  market  apples 
to  a  central  selling  agency,  to  bo  organized  by  the  industrj^,  for  sale 
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locally,  for  export,  or  for  canning  and  drying.     Growers  will  receive 
guaranteed  prices  ranging  from  81  cents  per  "barrel  for  "Domestic  Small" 
to  $1.47  for  "Wo.  1  Large." 

The  Minister  of  Agriculture  for  Ontario,  according  to  press  reports, 
has  asked  the  Canadian  Minister  of  Agriculture  to  make  similar  pro^-'isions 
for  150,000  "barrels  of  Ontario  apples  and  is  said  to  ha'""e  received  assur- 
ances that  his  request,  in  terms  of  100,000  "barrels,  will  "b:^  placed  'before 
the  Ca'binet  Council  for  approval. 

The  Government's  announced  plan  also  provides  for  th^T;  purc'naso  of 
500,000  "boxes  of  export  varieties  and  sizes  in  British  Go lumhia  if  unsold 
"by  March  31,  or  sooner  if  pui'chase  is  found  to '  "be  mutually  deriirabls,  at 
a  "basic  price  of  $1.05  per  "box.     Th:  proposed  purchase  represents  less 
than  10  percent  of  tho  1939  British  Colvuii"bia  crop.  ■ 

The  Government  has  also  restricted  the  marketing  of  fresh  apples 
in  the  Dominion.     Sale  of  fresh  ISova  Scotian  apples  will  "be  confined  to 
the  Maritime  Provinces,  whilu  British  Coluia"bia  producers  will  "be  permitted 
to  market  their  produce  in  that  Province  and  the  Prairie  Provinces.  Apples 
grown  in  Ontario  and  Quebec  vrill  be  marketed  in  those  tv'o  Provinces,  which 
are  the  most  populous  areas  in  the  Dominion. 

Canadian  production  of  canned  apples  and  sauce  md  dried  apples 
in  recent  yea,rs  has  consumed  over  a  million  bushels  of  fresh  applec. 
Canada  ha,s  exported  moderate  quantities  of  dried  apples,  chiefly  to  Germany 
and  the  United  Kingdom,  .and  of  canned  apples  to  the  United  Kingdom.  The 
United  States  exports  significant  quantities  of  dried  apples  to  the 
Nefnerlands ,  France,  Sweden,  and  the  United  Kingdom,  while  the  bulk  of 
t"ne  United  States  exports  of  canned  apples  moves  to  the  United  Kingdom. 
Increased  Canadian  production  of  canned  and  dried  apples  during  the  coming 
season  wovld  mean  increased  competition  for  the  American  products,  particu- 
larly in  the  United  Kin.'jdcm. 

UNITED  STATES  FRESH  GRAPE  EXPORTS  SET  RECOItr  DUF.Il-^G  1938- 39 

Exports  of  fresh  grapes  from,  the  United  States  reached  an  all-time 
high  of  almost  40,000  short  tons  during  the  1938-39  season,  July  to  June. 
This  total  represents  an  increase  of  14  percent  over  the  volume  exported 
during  the  previous  season  and  was  155  percent  greater  than  the  average 
for  the  5-ye3.r  period,  1931-32  to  1935-36. 

The  United  Kingdom,  replacing  Canada  for  the  first  time  -.s  the 
most  important  export  market,  accounted  for  over  15,000  short  tons,  or 
38  percent  of  the  total.     The  rapid  expansion  of  United  States  exports 
to  Great  Britain  in  the  past  few  seasons  may  be  directly  attributed  to 
the  reduction  in  the  volume  of  Sp.anish  Almerias  moving  into  that  country 
as  a  result' tf  the  war  in  Spain.     Increased  quantities  of  grapes  also 
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moved  into  the  three  Scandinavian  countries.     Eiirbpean  countries  have  "been 
taking  an  increasing  proportion  of  the  United  States  grape  exports  in  re- 
cent years,  accounting  for  45  percent  of  the  total  export  in  1938-39. 
This  percentage  was  10  percent  greater  than  the  proportion  taken  in  the 
previous  season  and  over  twice  as  great  as  during  the  1936-37  season. 

Canada,  the  second  most-important  market  during  the  past  season, 
raccounted  for  35  percent  of  the  total.     The  volume  of  grapes  moving  to 
Canada  was  almost  1,000  tons  less  than  shipments  during  the  1937-38  season. 
Exports  to  Mexico,  Cuta,  Brazil,  and  British  Malaya  were  slightly  helov/ 
the  volume  during  the  previous  year.

GOOD  FRUIT  CROPS  IN  NORWAY  THIS  YEAR 

Fruit  production  in  Norway  this  year,  and  particularly  the  crop  of 
apples,  is  expected  to  he  unusually  good,  according  to  a  report  from 
American  Consu.l  General  William  H.  Beck. 


The  1939  crop  of  apples  is  estimated  from  ahove  average  to  heavy 
in  Ostlandet,  Sorlandet,  and  Vestlandet,  and  including  Sogn  and  Fjordane. 
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In  More  and  Romsdal  and  in  Trondelag  reports  now  indicate  a  harvest  just 
"below  average,     Apple  production  in  Norway  averaged  just  over  a  million 
"bushels  during  the  5  years  1933-1937.      Considerable  insect  damage  is  re- 
, ported  in  Ostlandet  and  "Vestlandet.      Heavy  rainfalls  during  the  summer 
hindered  spraying  operations  in  many  districts. 

The  new  pear  crop  is  reported  to  "be  fairly  good  in  Ostlandet  and 
above  average  in  Sorlandet  and  Vestlandet.     Just  over  151,000  bushels 
of  pears  were  produced  in  Norway  on  an  average  between  1933  and  1937.

The  plum  and  cherry  yields  are  reported  to  be  fairly  good.  The 
crops  vary  from  fairly  good  in  certain  areas  to  slightly  above  average 
in  other  districts.     Reports  from  Trondelag  are  less  favorable,  with 
yields  of  between  30  and  65  percent  of  average  expected. 

Heavy  rainfall  reduced  the  strawberrj/'  and  raspberry  yields  on  the 
whole  below  that  of  an  average  year.

UNITED  STATES  EOREIGN  TRADE  IN  AGRI CULTU5jxL  PRODUCTS,  JULY-AUGUST  1939 

United  States  foreign  trade  in  agricultural  products  during  the 
first  2  months  of  the  current  fiscal  year  has  not  coiroared  as  favorably 
with  the  corresponding  period  of  1938  as  has  the  trftnd  of  United  Stat'es 
foreign  trade  in  all  commodities.     Total  foreign  trade  in  all  commodities 
advanced  7  percent  in  value  over  a  year  ago,  whereas  that  of  agricultural 
products  declined  hy  6  percent. 

The  decline  was  due  entirely  to  a  reduction  in  agricultural  ex- 
ports, which  fell  34  percent.     This  was  attrioutahle  largely  to  a  decline 
in  grain  exports,  due  to  large  supplies  in  foreign  countries.  Exports 
of  non^ ricultural  commodities  rose  18  percent.     On  the  side  of  imports, 
agricultural  products  increased  more  than  did  others  (l5  -oercent  and  6 
percent,  respectively). 

Exports 

Grains  and  grain  products  accounted  for  over  75  loercent  of  the 
decrease  in  exports  of  agricultural  products,  having  dropped  from  nearly 
43  million  dollars  in  July  and  August  1938  to  slightly  over  12  million 
in  1939.     ^f^e&t  grain,  corn,  and  "barley  exports  were  especially  low. 
Smaller  decreases  were  shown  in  cotton,  leaf    tohacco,  and  the  principal 
fresh  fraits,  ex:ccpt  grapes  and  lemons,  exports  of  which  rose. 
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Among  other  export  items  registering  gains  in  July  ahd-August 
this  year,  some  of  the  larger  ones  were  dairy  products,  fresh  and  pre- 
pared meats,  lard,  dried  apricots,  linseed  cake  and  meal,  and  vegetahle 
oils  and  oil  seeds.  ' 

Imports 

Imports  of  the  supplementary  (or  competitive)  products  that  G.re 
related  to  the  typesof  products  produced  on  United  States  farms,  ac- 
counted for  only  33  percent  of  the  gain  in  imports  of  principal  agric^il- 
tural  products  during  July  and  August  of  this  year.     The  balance  was  due 
to  increa.ses  in  the  complementary^  (or  noncompetitive)  items. 

Ihe  commodities  in  the  supplementary  group  that  showed  the  largest 
gains  were  cattle,  grains  and  grain  products,  meats,  fresh  and  dried 
vegetables,  and  fruits. 

Crude  rubber,  the  largest  item  in  the  complementary  group,  showed 
an  increase  of  81  percent  over  its  1938  figure,  largely  reflecting  the 
improvemen.t  in  outlook  for  the  automotive  industry.     Ircports  of  wool 
for  carpets  doubled  in  value  dixring  July  and  August  of  this  year;  im- 
ports of  drags,  herbs,  roots,  etc.,  advanced  47  percent,  tea  27  percent, 
and  raw  silk  19  percent.
